FOURTH NATIONAL CONFERENCE ON STREET AND HIGHWAY SAFETY Ah 


It is now virtually decided that there will be Fourth 
ee Be National Conference on Street and Highway Safety in Weshington next 
See lie a spring. It is likely that the Conference will consider the follow- 
4 ing matters: 


i? 1. Revision of the Uniform Vehicle Code and Model Municipal 
¥ Traffic Ordinance, in light of experience. 
2. The new Joint Committee Manual on Street Traffic Signs, 
Markings, Signals and Islands. 
3. A general report which will deel with the following subjects 
a — accidents 
- legislation 
- administration 
engineering (automotive, highway and traffic) 
- enforcement 
- education 
- research 


& This report will indicate progress in the development of 

F idees, principles and methcds since former reports on similar sub- 4 
jects. It will give illustrations of actual accomplishments and ' 
will attempt to indicate in a brief way, the most important steps 
which should be undertaken in these various fields. 


Three Institute Members, Messrs. Williams, Halsey and 
Marsh ere aiding the Conference Executive Committee by developing 
an outline and a tentetive draft for a report on these subjects. 
Anyone having factual eviceuce of accomplishment in any of these 
fields is requested to send the deta to one of these members. 


| It is to be hoped that the Institute will become official} 
- identified with the Conference in a mutually helpful way. The sub- 
ete ei ject will be discussed at 6 meeting of the Board of Direction to be 
held in January. 


eo 4 Many of our members will serve on committees and/or be 
ei members of the Conference. One way the Institute might take part 
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would be in developing a few important recommendations which it 
would propose to the Conference. Since practically every person, 
who has worked on the study of Normal Safe Approach Speeds at Inter- 
sections, is a member of the Institute, this idea might offer one 
possibility. 


Another way in which the Institute can help is by offering 
specific recommendstions concerning essentisl amendments to the 
Uniform Vehicle Code or Model Municipal Traffic Ordinance. The fact 
that most of our members are also members of other national organi- 
zations which may make similar legislative recommendations, does not 
seem disadvantageous. 


Members are, therefore, requested to send to the Secretary, 

such recommendations es they may have on amendments and uniform 

xt legislation and on the other subjects indicated above. If you have 

” provisions in your Stete Vehicle Code or Municipal Ordinance which 
you believe should be included in the Model Legislation, it will be 
helpful if you will send copies of the actual text. Any supporting 
data or reasoning will also be helpful. Suggestions regerding 
legislative matters should be received by Janusry 8th, as the first 
meeting of a new Uniformity Committee will probably be the 17th or 
18th of January.

EFFECT OF SIGNALIZATION OF TRAFFIC ACCIDENTS

. Incidentially, it would be fine if some other members 
could use C. W. A. workers or could in some other way secure addi- 
tional data of the sort developed by Mr. Vey in Trenton. The three 
studies mentioned agree quite closely in most major particulers. 
However, it woulda be more conclusive if more intersections were in- 
volved. Furthermore, some of the particular types of analysis could 
only be made for a relatively small number of intersections. If sny 
members develop such material, they are requested to send copies to 
Mr. Vey, who has expressed a willingness to combine, analyze, and 
meke available any edditional dats.

In determining the eligibility of candidates for member-

In this connection it is espe- 
cially important that a definite recommendation as to the proper 
membership grade in each cease be given, inasmuch as the grading must 
be based upon the opinion of those who know the applicant personally 
as well as upon the nature and extent of his professional experience/};
